What happens when your house has been burg­ 
larized? 


How do the police go about trying to catch 
the burglars and recover the loot? 


This is an im portant question in Lower Bucks 
County today, and across the nation, for burg­ 
lary has become the most common of all our m ajor 
crim es. One burglary' is com m itted every 32 min­ 
utes in the United States, two every' day of the 
year right here in our pleasant little community. 


Half a dozen police chiefs, investigators and 
detectives were questioned, both locally and in the 
nearest big city, Philadelphia, in an effort to an­ 
sw er these questions. The officers had no objec­ 
tion to talking; they were quite willing to be frank 
about their various procedures. 


Their first problem when a burglary is com­ 


mitted, according to every one of the investigators, 
is to determ ine the 
“ modus 
operandi’’ 
— 
the' 
method of operation. 


For, like pigeons, burglars leave unm istakable 
tracks. They are creatures of habit or rather of a 
particular style of operation they have m astered and 
they seldom if ever deviate. 


Thus, George Bricker, the m aster house burg­ 
lar just convicted in Philadelphia, m anipulated 
the lock of every home or apartm ent he entered; 
he did not force anything. He took mostly cash or 
jewelry and he picked out only prem ises where 
he would logically expert to make a good haul. 


I wed Same Tool 


William Dahl, who adm itted to 38 burglaries in 
Lower Bucks a year ago, used the sam e tool al­ 
most every time to force his way into a window. 


The M ajor Thefts Unit of Philadelphia has a 
modus operandi file with the working habits of 
the big-time burglars catalogued; it takes but a 
minute or two to pull out a card w henever a
